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Net neutrality repealed 


Change gives service providers ability to slow, block some websites, charge more

The Federal Communications 
Commission repealed the Obama- 
era “net neutrality” rules Thursday, 
giving internet service providers 
like Verizon, Comcast and AT&T a 
free hand to slow or block websites 
and apps as they see fit or charge 
more for faster speeds. 

In a straight party-line vote of 
3-2, the Republican-controlled 
FCC junked the longtime princi- 
ple that said all web traffic must 
be treated equally. The move 


represents a radical departure 
from more than a decade of fed- 
eral oversight. 

The big telecommunications 
companies had lobbied hard to 
overturn the rules, contending 
they are heavy-handed and dis- 
courage investment in broad- 
band networks. 

“What is the FCC doing today?” 
asked FCC Chairman Ajit Pai, 

a Republican. “Quite simply, 

we are restoring the light-touch 
framework that has governed the 
internet for most of its existence.” 

The push to eliminate net 


neutrality has stirred fears among 
consumer advocates, Democrats, 
many web companies and ordi- 
nary Americans afraid that the 
cable and phone giants will be 
able to control what people see 
and do online. But the broad- 
band industry has promised that 
the internet experience for the 
public isn’t going to change. 

The FCC vote is unlikely to be 
the last word. Net neutrality sup- 
porters threatened legal challeng- 
es, with New York’s attorney gener-

Man charged with DUI in crash 


Multivehicle wreck left 
three dead, six injured

Las Vegas police accused a man 
of impaired driving after a mul- 
tivehicle series of crashes killed 
three people and injured six 
others Wednesday afternoon near 
a central valley intersection. 

Officers booked 31-year-old 
Daniel Becker into Clark County 
Detention Center on Thursday. 
The Las Vegas man faces var- 
ious felony DUI charges and 
four counts of reckless driving 
resulting in death or substantial 
bodily harm. He suffered minor 


injuries, police said. 

Three pedestrians — ages 19, 
49 and 69 — were killed at the 
scene, according to the Met- 
ropolitan Police Department. 
An initial report indicated the 
deceased were children. 

Six people were taken to hospi- 
tals with injuries, including one 
who was critically injured. 

Police said the first crash 
occurred just after 3 p.m. when 
Becker, driving a 2003 Ford 
Expedition, rear-ended a Ford 
Mustang on southbound Eastern 
Avenue, south of Viking Avenue. 

Becker continued to drive south 
toward Flamingo Road, where he 
crashed the SUV into the back of
